The Weis تہ‎ aid 
ally wanted April 20 and harvest- 
ed about mid-August No irrigation 
was used in any ‘year. Seyere 
droughts in 1952 and 1953 resulted 
in poor yields but adequate mois- 
ture in 1955 and 1957 produced 
good yields. 

The hybrids Iopop 6 and Purdue 
32, both yellow, have given the 
best results over the five-year pe- 
riod. Topop 6 has been slightly 
superior to Purdue 32 every year 
both in yield and in quality of 
harvested grain. It also has the 
added advantage of earlier matur- 
ity. Several new hybrids appear 
quite promising. 

For the past two years Purdue 
406 has averaged 800 pounds more 
ear corn than Jopop 6 although it 
is slightly later in maturing. Ilopop 
8 appears to be very simlar to Io- 
pop 6. 

None of the white hybrids tested 
hdve been satisfactory under Mis- 
sissippi conditions. Sfalk lodging 
has not been a factor when the 
corn was harvested at the proper 
time. 

A planting rate to give 14,000 to 
15,000 plants per acre seems de- 
sirable unless provision, is made 
for irrigation. Data for the two 
years with adequate moisture indi- 
cate that with supplemental irriga- 
tion a plant population of about 
18,000 plants per acre would be 
desirable. 

A detailed report of popcorn 
research results is published by
